“A thousand women 
appointed to the police force, say,’ at the 
suggestion of Maud Ballington Booth, would 
go far toward stopping the white slave 
traffic, There should be a policewoman at 
the entrance of every moving. picture show 
and another inside. 
recruiting stations of vice. 

“In Chicago recently twenty-three young 
girls in one month were lured from a moving 
picture show and shipped to Texas for im- 
moral purposes on the representation that 
they were being engaged for a theatrical 
speciacie. This never would have happened 
had two policewomer. been stationed there. 


Protect Childrer from Saloon. 


“Another equally important purpose the 
policewomen could serve is thé protection of 
little children from the evil influences of the 
saloon. \When I was,in Boston working in the 
slums I often followed little children into the 
aaloons where. their parents had sent them 
for liquor. But because I had no authority 
I was insulted and ordered out by the pro- 
Jrietors. I saw children exposed to coarse 
language and the corrupt influences of the 
lowest of men and women, but because I 
had no badge—no authority from the state— 
1 was powerless. 

“The policewoman would need only to 
show her shield to insure respect for the law 
against selling liquor to! minors, to which the 

iceman on the outside, in league with the 
proprietor, shuts his eyes. 

“ Take the families where the mother goes 
out to work by the day and the children are 
left In the charge of the oldest girl, 12 or 13 
years of age perhaps, and at the mércy of any 
man that comes along. It should’ be a part 
of the policewoman’s duty to make these un- 
protected children her. special care. She 
should have a regular beat in the alleys of 
the poor, making herself their friend—not 

tronizing and not instructing, but simply

‘Porto Rican Official Testifies in 
the Ballinger Inquiry. 


“PROSECUTION” IS NEAR END 


| 
Gifford Pinchot Is Only Witness’ Still 


‘ to Be Called. 


Washington, D. C., Feb. 19.—{Special. )}— 
| Henry M. Hoyt, attorney general for Porto 
Rico, testified before the Ballinger-Pinchot 
‘congressional investigating committee today 
and corroborated part of the testimony of 
*Louis R. Glavis; ousted interior department 
official, and chief accuser of Secretary Bal- 
linger. 

The testimony of Mr. Hoyt practically 
closed the case for the “ prosecution.’’. When 
the committee adjourned this afternoon until! 
next y, Mr. Brandeis, Glavis’ attorney, 
stated there was some corroborative evidence 
yet to be produced, and that Gifford Pinchot 
probably would want to make a statement 
before he could announce that his case was 
ended. The former chief forester was to 
have taken the stand in the afternoon, but 
could not be found. 

The day’s proceedings began with the un- 
expected announcement that the cross-ex- 
amination of Glavis was ended and Mr. Hoyt 
Was called. His testimony covered that part 
of Glavis’ story in which he tol of seeking 
the advice of Mr. Hoyt in -Washington in 
May, 1909, after First Assistant Secretary of 
the Interior Pierce had given an opinion, 
which Glavis thought would permit the 
Cunningham claims in Alaska to go to patent. 

Mr. Hoyt told of how deeply worried Gilavis 
seemed to be at this time and said that before 
going to Attorney General Wickersham he 
and Glavis had discussed the advisability of 
taking the matter up directly with the presi. 
dent,’

Witness Praises Glavis. 

Mr. Hoyt also testified to the good charac- 
ter of Glavis, saying he had known him dur- 
ing a number of. years and he had told the 
attorney general. Glavis was an honorable, 
upright young man. 

The only other phase of the case to which 
Mr. Hoyt directed his testimony had to do 
with the Wilson coal land cases, In which 
he acted as special attorney for the United 
States.  Glavis testified that hé had heard 
tHat the name of R. A. Ballinger, as attorney | 
for some of the Wilson claimants, had been 
left out of the court record by stipulation of

It had reference to his efforte to extend the 
holdings of the Alaska Coal and Copper com- 
pany in the Bonanza group of copper mines 
before it was acquired by the Guggenheim- 
Morgan syndicate. 

Responding to questions from, Senator 
Frazier, Mr. Birch said that some of the 
land now embraced in that group had been 
located by h If through the use of his own 
name and the names of other stockholders of 
the company. 

“Did the company furnish the money to 
pay for the claims? " asked Mr. Frazier. 

Mr. Birch responded that it had done so and 
mentioned some of the stockholders whose, 
names had been so used. 

“They were mere dummies, were they 
not?” asked the Tennessee senator. 

No, indeed,” regponded the witness: 
“they were interested im the property. I 
located a claim mysett.”’ 

“Was there an understanding with the 
company that thesg claims should be turned 
over?’ Mr. Frazier asked. 

“There was no such understanding.”’ was 
the reply; “‘I was there as manager, and 
I went ahead/and made the locations to pro- 
tect the company.” 


Tells Plans to Mine Coal. 


Testifying concerning the Guggenhei(m-

CALL CENSUS SYSTEM BAD 
AND RESULTS INACCURATE. 


‘Prof. Hotchkiss and Dr. Webster Tell 
City Club Special Force Cannot Get 
Best Results. 


United States census bureau methods were 
criticised yesterday by Prof. Willard E. 
Hotchkiss, supervisor of the census in Chi- 
cago, and Dr. George W. Webster, president 
of the state board of health. Both spoke at 
the weekly luncheon of the City club of 
Chicago. 

“ The present system is a poor one,” said 
Prof, Hotchkiss. ‘* We have to create out of 
raw material, out of a personnel which toa 
large extent has no particular scientific or 
social interesf in the problem, a tremendous: 
organization to do one of the most important 
tasks which the government has to perform 

“The system places a great obstacle in the 
way of really accurate results. We under- 
take to create within the space of six months 
an organization throughout the whole coun- 
try for doing a piece of work which lasts for 
two years, absolutely ignoring various 
agencies in the community through which 
the,information desired could be secured 
more accurately and efficiently,”’ 

Lest persons of foreign birth in Chicago 
fear information ds sought as a basis for 
‘drafting men into army service, when the 
United States census takers call at their 
houses a campaign of éducation is to be 
begun in the public schools. Mrs. Ella Flagg 
Young, superintendent of schoole, has re-, 
ceived from Supervisor Hotchkiss a copy of 
a bulletin proposed to be sent to all school 
principals.

Each of the dairy inspectors 
of the health department has been assignde 
a county adjacent to Chicago, with instruc- 
tions to inspect thoroughly every dairy farm, 
creamery, bottling establishment, and cow in 
such county.

‘good or bad things in the parliamentary his- 
tory of England. - 


O’Brien Has Little Power. 
Nor is the position of Mr. Redmond as dif- 
ficult as some of his enemies imagine. The 
little gang that William O’Brien and Tim 
Healy have gathered around them possesses 


no claim to parliamentary effectiveness. Al-- 


veady Mr. O’Brien has indicated the line of 
battle which he is going to take up. He wants 
et any coet to destroy the ministry of Asquith. 
The object, of course, is to substitute for As, 
quith a Tory ministry. 

It may seem incredible to sane people, but 
it is nevertheless true, that Mr. O’Brien is 
obsessed by the dea that the Tories are 
more willing to give home rule to Ireland than 
the Liberals’ Every prominent Liberal has 
pledged himself for years to home rule, and 
at the last election, on the other hand, every 
Tory, from Balfour downwards, renewed 
his vow never to gtve Ireland home rule. 


With all the pliancy of political consciences 


it would be impossible for the Tory leaders to: | 


make any approach to home rule for many 
years to come. 
- Nor would there be probably any tempta- 
tion for them to do so if the policy of O’Brien 
Were successful. Another general election 
might well land the Tories in power once 
more, and once in power they would certainly 
have no desire for forgwearing all their 
yows so recently and solemnly made. 


O’Brien Fights the Budget. 
O’Brien’s first proposal will be that Red- 
mond and his colleagues vote against the 
budget. This would mean the probable de- 
feat of the budget, and, of course, the defeat 
of the ministry. He and Healy have tried to 
work up in Ireland a violent feeling against 
the budget, and have descended to depths of 
~ misrepresentation which rarely have been 
surpassed in politics. 

One of the favorite statements made by 
these gentlemen is that the budget inflicts 
$10,000,000 more taxation on Ireland annual- 
ly. It Goes not. It is doubtful if it adds 
$2,250,000, and even of this sum a consider- 
able portion will be paid by the uppernclasses. 

Anyhow, the budget is for only one year.

will have to be introduced, and, of course, 
the ministry will be ready to make conces- 
gions to Ireland (1 that budget. Meanwhile 

$t would be simply insanity on the part of 
Irishmen to put outa ministry which is about 
to make war on the house of lords—that is to 
say, on the last bulwark of the Torice against 
the concession of home rule to Ireland. 


Many Suggestions Are Absurd. 
The papers are full of suggestions to the 
ministry as to the tactics which they should 
pursue in the coming session ofparliament. 
Many of these suggestions are, of course, 
impossible. For instance, it is suggested 
that the ministers should bring in their bill 
to Umit the veto of the house of lords and 
hold up the budget until they had either 
accepted or rejected this proposal 
This, of course, would put the finances of 
the country into even greater anarchy than 
they are in at this moment. And it would 
be like violent revolution to keep the coun- 
try without money for two years till euch 
a struggle was over, for if the measure sus- 
pending the powers of the house of lords 
would be first rejected by the lords {t then 
would have to be presented a second time.

Such is Parachine, 
the seventeenth town in size In Servia. 1 am 
told that this village is typical of the larger 
number of towns of the kingdom. ‘It stands 
about half way in general culture between 
the villages and hamlets up in the hills ana 
mountains and the few important towns 
along the railroad. Conditions here wi'| 
therefore.represent those of the average Ser- | 
vian community. 

I have spent the day in an attempt to find 
out what these people do, what they think. 
We know already that they are Servians 
and that their religion is orthodox. In cos- 
tume they are not to be distinguished from 
their fellow men in the capital, although 
the proportion. wearing Buropean garb is 
naturally much less here. 

Had I come direct from the west rather 


| than from Belgrade and Roumania I should 


above all be impressed by the. absence of 
what we call hustle. But one soon becomes 
accustomed to the easy going life of this part 
of the world. It is even possible for one:of 
the west to enter into it, but the process is 
not easy and only comes about because one 
is forced to it. You not only cannot make 
these people hurry, but you find it impos- 
sible to hurry yourself—especially when you 
jattempt to do something which depends 
‘upon the rapidity of the movement of other 
individuals. . 

/ Service in Restaurants Slow. 

It takes as long to be served in a café as 
Tt does to get a square mea! in Chicago, and, 
you wait and grow impatient and pound 
} your cup with your spoon until some one 
comes with whom you may settle your ac- 
count. But you soon come to realize that 
& ceftadin kind of happiness and a certain 
kind of prosperity may exist without hurry. 
In fact, they exist over here in proportion 
to the absence of hurry. 

Everything closes down at noon, and for 
two or three hours the restaurants and cafés 
are crowded. Business is resumed in the 
afternoon fora couple of hours. By 50’clock 
public places again swarm with people. As 
a matter of fact, a great dea! of business is 
done in the cafés and restaurants. Business 
here is by devious routes, It is the oriental 
system of talking the thing over. You do 
not go into a store or shop and say, “I want 
this or that,” get it, pay for it, and walk out, 
all within a minute. Above all, you de not 
go into a shop and look around to discover 
something you may want. The shopkeeper’s 
business is not to supply your wants but to 
create them. 

Shops in our sense of the word virtually 
do not exist here. You may walk down the 
‘main street for a mile, and it is a succession, 
not of shops, but of tiny manufacturing es- 
tabdlishments, each ‘of which sells its own 
wares. The front of a three room house 
serves as a factory and salesroom; the pro- 
prietor lives in the rear rooms. Here in suc- 
cession you may see them making shoes 
boots, sandals, caps, coats, trousers. copper 
ware, earthenware, furniture,. etc. 


Shops in Rudimentary State. 


Thesé shops represent a stage in ad- 
vance of the home industries found fn the 
country. As home industries supply the 
family, 90 these shops supply single com. 
munities. In some it is possible to obtain 
raw material, worked up toa point where 
the peasant can finish it himself. Thus, 
one shop sells only bits of leather, suitable 
in size and shape for making sandals. In 
another it is possible to buy dressed sheep- 
skin, ready to be fashioned into caps. 

Perhaps the most interesting shops are 
those of the pottery makers. Modern 
crockery has only slightly entered into peas- 
ant life. On a single street are perhaps 
fifteen shops where they make and se! 
primitive earthenware, of wide range of 
form, including all the utensils required in 
the peasant’s domestic life. Many of these 
vessels are of ancient form and interesting 
Gecoration. In @ little shed in the backyard 
will be found an old man and two or three 
boys, “working the clay into shape and 
painting it. The whole process and en- 
vironment are as primitive ag can be imag- 


One of the most interesting features 
these shops is the apprentices. Here te 
will find boys 8, 10, and 12 years of age 
learning a trade. This is their secondary 
school and the two of three years they have 
spared for the primary school have been 
grudgingly given. In one shop I found 
five boys, the oldest not more than 12 en-

The scheme looks feasible, but I suspect 
that the German-born, American, English 
Jew who hols the concession has just 
enough capital to complete the ditch for his 
foundations and keep the Servian.govern- 
ment pacified to the extent of renewing ” 
concession every six months.

Servia Just Waking Up. 

At a slow pace, through rich yellow mud, 
goes a cart of frewood drawn by six oxen, 
the owner of the whole outfit pulling them 
slong by a couple of chains. This isServia, 
just waking up from her long stupor 

by Turkish drugs and her own fam- 
ily squabbles, With the Turks she is prob- 
ably done forever, for it is only a question 
of time; already too long delayed, when the 


, Turk shall have lost*his EBuropean footing. 


There is nothing wrong with the Turk him- 
self. It is his religion which places him 
Outside the pale of European culture. But 
it will be a long time before he will give up 
his religion, and until he does his will be 
@ foreign culture in Europe. 

The probabilities are that Servia has hed 
the last of her real family troubles. At 
any rate, assassination at the hands of other 
than anarchists has gone out of fashion in 
Europe. It is no longer good form, even in 


the Balkans. These countries have scented ; 


the odor of modern progress-and the biess- 
ings which follow industry, and they need 
European capital. Beford they can get it 
they must have the respect of the lending 
nations. 

This brown, muffled figure, with his shaggy 
cap and cana) boat sandals, will drag his 
ox teams through the mud a bit longer. 
The modern development of Servia is not 
so rapid that you can hear it. They are 
building some railroads, they are opening 
up more coal mines, and there ie no doubt 
of the general mineral wealth of the king- 
dom. here is less doubt about its great 
“forests of valuable timber. There is no 
doubt about the richness of it» soil. 


People Too Poor to Emigrate. 

Servia has been called the poor man’s pare- 

dise. If a poor man has a paradise i am 
willing to admit that it may be Servia. Pov- 
erty has never been fashionable in any 
society; it is not fashionable in Servia. But 
the uniformity of a certain degree and kind 
of poverty ise so overwhelmingly great'as to 
prevent the peasant from realizing his true 
} condition. The result, for him, is peace and 
contentment. He is as yet too poor to emi- 
grate to America. Roumania is the present 
limit of his ambition,.and even Roumanian 
emigration is largely from the counties along 
the frontier, where timber exceeds arable 
land. 
Competition is not keen enough, in spite 
of the density of population, to make a real 
struggle. The real trouble ls that there is 
no ready market for peasant products. The 
result is that his labor is of little value, be- 
cause little in demand: Perhaps 20 cents a 
day, throughout the year, represents a fair 
average peasant earning. He does not re- 
sent his condition, because a better condition 
has not entered his consciousness. When it 
does, he will set about to improve it. He 
will go where labor pays best. 

The Servian peasant is not a poor man; 
much less a rich man. He has enough. There 
is not a poarhouse in Servia, nor a beggar, 
except possibly among the cziganes. His 
coustry is second to none in Kurope for 
beauty for the greater part of the year. In 
winter he hibernates and feeds on corn bread, 
potatoes, and slivovitz, or prune brandy, or 
euts wood, while his wife knits, spins, and 
weaves. It looks like a dull life, but it is 
rich in folk tales, songs, dances, and games 
Families often come together to make them- 
selves happy in their own way. 


Priest Head of the Village. 

The priest, often the only man of the vil- 
lage who can read, keeps them in touch with 
the outside world. In fact, the priest, in re- 
gions so remote that to do business with the 
valleys they use pack traine rather than 
wagons, is temporal as well as spiritua! head 
of the village. Peasants often learn from 
him how and for whom tovote. I was toid of 
a@ peasant woman who asked a priest to fur- 
nish her with $1.40 worth of preyers and 
candles to help the soul of her husband on its 
journey. He complied, but when she tendered 
a $2 bill, said that he could not change it. 
And the poor woman, to get even, was obliged 
to take an additional 60 cents’ worth of 
prayers and candles, Weddings and funerals 
tast in proportion to the length of the purse 
of thoBSe interested; much as they do else- 


where.

All ‘Peoples of the East Meet 
There, but Chinese Have 
the Lead.

SINGAPORE, Jan. 30.—I write today of the 

awakening of Malaysia. 

I have already described how this whole 
Asiatic continent is throbbing with the in- 
vasion of our new civilization. The move- 
ment extends from the snows of the north, 
where over the Transiberian railroad the 
Russians are pouring in immigrants at the 
rate of 10, 000 a day, down to this tip of the 
Malay peninsula, within eighty miles of the 
equator, where new roads are making, rali- 
roads building, and cities are rising into being. 

I have told you how the Chinese are pre- 
paring for a constitutional government and 
how the Japanese have overthrown the old 
courts and corruption of Corea and are there 
instituting schools and civilized ways. 4 
hear that similar work has begun in the 
French Chinese possessions; and aiso in 
Siam, where Bangkok, the, capitai, is now a 
live, up to date city with electric lights, street 
railroads, telephones, newspapers, and 
schools, 


Singapore and Penang Booming. 

Away down here at the south end of Asia 
the western invasion has been going on for 
some years. It began in Singapore and Pe- 
nang, the two chief cities of the Straits Set- 
tlements belonging to England. 

Founded more than a generation before the 
birth of Chicago, they were for a long 
trade outposts only. They are now g0mg 
forward at telegraphic speed, and the Malay 
peninsula is moving with them. 

That country, which, beginning with Burma 
and Siam, extends southward to Singapore 
was until lately in a state of sayage innocu- 
ous desuetude. Then the English took hold, 
consolidated the tribes, and took the Malay 
states under their protection. ‘Since then 
roads have been cut through the jungies, 
and the peninsula has thousands of miles 
of highways better than those of the Pnilip- 


pines and equal to the best roads of Java. | 


You can ride for days in an automobile 
through these federated Malay states and 


not have enough bumps to disturb you. , 


Within the last year or so railroads have 
been projected, and the chief centefs are 
now connected by rail with the ports. About 
400 miles of track have already been laid, 
and there are 2,500 miles of telegragm in op- 
eration. 

Crime Decreasing. 

Instead of the barbarous rule of the Malay 
sultans, the people now have the British to 
administer «their laws. Crime is decreas- 
ing;. there are courts of all kinds, and a first 
class police force. The government has es- 
tablished hospitals throughout the peninsula, 
and it is developing all sorts of industries. 


In Perak irrigation works have-been dug 


and rubber plantations are now growing in 
the several states. The trees are planted at 
200 to the acre, and there are aiready about 
10,000,000 in bearing. The tin and gold de- 
posits are being exploited, and the tin out- 
put is now worth more than $50,000,000 per 
year. All this is the work of less than a 
generation, and the increase of. today is 
more rapid than ever. 

The advance made at the Straits Settle- 
ments themselves is surprising. These littie 
British possessions, consisting of the two 
islands of Singapore and Penang and a smal! 
strip of the mainland, now rank among the 
richest parts of the world. 


Foreign Trade Enormous. 

Per-ang is not much bigger than the District 
of Columbia, and Singapore a little more 
than double as large. Nevertheless, the two 
have a revenue of more than $6,000,000 and a 
foreign trade greater than that of many a 
nation of Europe. It was almost $400,000,000 
last year, and its imports now amount to 
$200,000,000 per annum The total tonnage 
of the colony, incltiiding the various ports, 
surpasses that of any one great port of the 
world, and Singapore itself ranks fifth among 
the trade ports. Here in the east it is only 
surpassed by Hongkong, something like nine 
or ten thousand vessels coming in and going 
out of its harbor every year. 

I wish I could take you to the wharves of 


Singapore and show you this great ware-. 


house of south Asia. The port is free, and it 
has become adistributing center for the coun- 
tries about. It is 1,440 miles from Hongkong, 
8.000 miles from London, and only two or 
three days from Java, Borneo, and others of 
the Dutch Bast Indies, | 

Sumatra is in plain view from where I am 
writing, Bangkok, Siam, ‘Is ohly four days 
away, and Burmah is just around the cor- 
ner. This island Hes midway in the straits 
of Malacca. ‘It is the chief stopping place 
between the Pacific and Indian oceans, and 
it is just half way between China and India, 
It is the gateway of the east, where the 
shaved heads of the celestials and the tur- 
bans of the Hindus bump against one anoth- 
er. -To the north and east all is Mongolian, 
to the west and northwest everything Indian. 


From Hongkong by Ship. 

T came to Singapore from Hongkong. We 
skirted French China; went by the gulf of 
Siam, and then coasted the Malay peninsula, 
whose palm trees could be seen quivering in 
the hot breeze. We passed wooded islands 
and entered a sapphire sea surrounded by a 
green archipelago, at the back of which 
Singapore lay like a picture before us. It 
was afternoon, and heavy black clouds hun 
over the palms. The mighty steamers com- 
ing in and going out left traile of smoke be- 
hind them, and as wé advanced the storm 
broke and a peal of thunder gave usa royal 
salute. Then the air cleared and we could 
see Singapore rising almost straight up from 
the water. 

Big business blocks extend along the shore 
for a mile or more. The city has about five 
miles of docks, and the harbor is one of the 
busiest in the world. The wharves are so 
built that ships can steam right up to them, 
and scores were at ahchor discharging or 
taking on cargo. My ship was one of the-P. 
and O. line, and we had to go to the upper 
end of the city before we came to the pier. 
We passed vessels going out on their way to 
Australia, great liners coming in from Cey- 
lon, and a royal Dutch packet vessel bound 
for Borneo, the Celebes, and New Guinea. 

As we neare@ our anchorage we could see 
the Chinese coolles working on the new 
docks. Tens of millions of dollars have al- 


ready been spent to improve the facilities for ’ 


handling cargo, and the government !s now 
laying out millions more. Within the last 
two years it has ent upon a scheme of 
expansion which com about 40,000.000 


gold dollars, and the work of ratrying this } 


out is now under way. Included in it is a 
dock for répairing’ vessels which will take in 
ships almost 900 feet long and accommodate 
the largest steamer afloat. 


Scenes Along the Wharves. 

But come with me for a walk along the 
wharvee and see how the freight is managed 
in one of the biggest ports of the orient. The 
laborers are of every shade of black, yellow, 
and brown.

- Editor of The Tribune: Regarding the outer 
harbor, I beg to say that this question was brought 
before our rivers and harbors committee of the 
Association of Commerce some weeks ago, and 
at that meeting I made a strong argument in 
yall the harbor being built by the city, and 
if I remember correctly there wae not an ob- 
jection entered to that proposition, 

We learned, however, before the meeting wae 
over, through Mr. Wilson, the ¢ity controller, 
that it would be impossible, with its limited bond- 
ing power, for the city to undertake this work. 
I then suggested that if such was the case proba- 
bly the next best thing to do would be to have 
the work done by private interests undér a 
guarded ordinance, giving the city genefal con- 
trol, with a' provision in the ordinance granting 
the city the right of purchase at ahy time within 

& period of ten to twenty. years, this seeming, at 
that time, to be the only possible alternative, 

Since that date, however, it has been learned 
that the sanitary board, an instrumentality of 
the people, by the way, and accountable to the 
people as directly as the city council itself, could, 
under the authority vested in it, issu» 
and complete the harbor, thus making it a pub! 
and not a private enterprise. 

Tt seems to'mé that any one who favored the 
city doing the work if it had the money or pos- 
sessed authority to issue bonds would favor the 
drainage trustees undertaking ‘the work because 
as above stated, they are an instrumentality 
serving the people in a public capacity just the 
same as the city council as far as this particular 
improvement is concerned. Personally, I thirk 
it would be a miatake to allow the outer harbor 
to be constructed by private interests when there 
is a way open to have the work done so that when 
completed it would belong to the city and not to 
| a private corporation. I congratulate ‘‘ The Trib- 
une’ on the stand it has taken in this matter.

King Leopold’s will bidssfair to involve Belgium in 
difficulties with Germany. It may be recalled that he 
bequeathed one-third of his fortune for the creation 
and endowment.of a museum at Coburg. His objest 
in making this bequest was to ‘reduce the inheritance 
of his daughters to the smallest figure possible. Now 
this bequest is contested not only by the king’s daugh- 
ters but also by the Belgian crown and government. 
The latter points out that a considerable portion of the 
fortune left by the late king was money of which he 
had acquired. possession at the time of the transfer 
of the Congo Free State to Belgium, and that, accord- 
ing to a letter whith he wrote at the time to the 
Belgian government conterning the matter, he.recelved 
the money on the understanding that it was to be de- 
voted to public institutions, public works, and philan- 
thropic enterprises in Belgium. 
‘«-(Mhe Belgien government, therefore, holds that he 
had no right to alienate this money, amounting at least 
to some $7,000,000 or $8,000,000, to the erection and 
endowment of a museum at Coburg. Nor is the govern- 
ment or Belgian crown willing that this sum ‘should 
go to the king’s daughters, two of whom, at any rate— 
namely: ex-Crown Princess Stephanie and Princess 
Louise—would spend it abroad. King Albert shares the 
views of his ministers and people ‘in the matter and 
ie strongly averse to’ the Coburg project. 

On the other hand, the kaiser and the authorities at 
Berlin are said to have taken up the rights of Coburg 
to its share in the fortunes of the king witha good 
deal of vigor. 

—~o- 


Another question which has cropped up in. connec- 
tion with the Belgian royal family, and one in which 
the courts of Berlin, Vienna; and Great Britain are 
concerned, is the proposal to place Princess Louise 
under “curatel "—that is to say, to legally deprive her 
of all possession, control, and administration of what- 
ever property she may have. and to render her incom- 
petent to uhdertake of her own accord any business 
transaction or obligation, This is frequently done on 
the continent of Europe in the case of adults who are 
proved to be lunatics or who have shown themselves 
to be almost insanely extravagant. The tribunals treat 
them in much the same way as lunatics, with this ex- 
ception, that they do not commit the spendthrift to 
an asylum, but they deprive him or herjof every civic 
right and appoint guardians or trustees, without the 
eonsent of whom no. act of theirs has any validity. In 
fact, they are judicially declared as irresponsible. 

The matter is ¢omplicated in the case of Princéss 
Louise, for she forfeited her Belgian nationality when 
she became the wife of Prince Philip of Coburg and 
claims German citizenship.. But this “was lost.by the 
divorce which was pronounced against her at Coburg 
and by the terms of which she of her owh accord 
sevéred all her connection with the sovereign house of 
Coburg. This does away; with German nationality 
which she may ,have possesssed hrough the fact that 


the German empire. She is resident in Paris, but she 
lives in furnished apartments there, and this, accord- 
ing to French law, is not legal domicile. Indeed, at 
the present moment the princess is without any na- 
tionality whatsoever, and the only means by which she 
could be placed under curatel would be by some under- 
standing between the judicial authorities of Germany, 
Hungary, France, and'Belgtum. 
-~o- 


It is proposed that her only son, Prince Leopold of 
Coburg, who spent several months in the United States 
a couple of years ago and was extensively entertained 
here, should’ be appointed as her guardian and trustee. 
She may be relied upon to fight this project by every 
means in her power. For she has held no intercourse 
with her son since her ¢liopement from Vienna with 
ex-Capt. Matachich to Paris\ and Nice, soine fifteen 
ytars ago. Moreover, when she visite’ Brussels last 
ts at the time of King Leopold’s death, her 
son, who was there; pointedly avoided meeting her. 

On the other hand, no one can blame her relatives for 
taking some such step as this: For while she may not 
be unbalanced in other matters, she certainly is insanely 
extravagant, and since the death of her father and hor 
entering into possession of some ready money she has 
become more reckless in her expenditures than ever— 
so much so that not even the most colossal fortune 
would hold out for any length of time under such a 
continuous and heavy drain upon it by herself and by 
the crowd of adventurers, adventuresses, and shysters 
by whom she is surroundes. 

— 

Whereas Emperor William and the war department at 
Berlin are doing everything in their power to dis- 
courage dueling, with such excellent results that the 
number of encounters of this kind, which used formerly 
to average several hundred a year in the German army, 
are now considerably under twelve, Bavaria declines to 
follow suit. The Bavarian minister of war, Gen. baron 
von Horn, repeatedly has proclaimed himself the cham- 
pion of the system of the duello and at a+meeting of 
the Bavarian house of lords the other day reiterated 
his views about the matter, declaring that it was 
ridiculous to’ imagine that there could be any question 
of abolishing or even, discouraging encounters of this 
kind as long as ethics prevailed Which imputed cow- 
ardice to any one who showed unwillingness to defend 
his personal honor in single combat. 

Prince George of Bavaria, oldest grandson of Em- 
peror Francis Joseph and first born of Archduchess 
Gisela, enthusiastically indorsed the arguments of the 
minister of war in a speech vaunting the merits of the 
duello, and was followed by Prince Emeric of Leinin- 
gen, chief of his house and grandnephew of Queen Vic- 
toria, with whom he often staid at Osborne. He 
added that he infinitely preferred the German manner 
of settling differences by means of pistols or of swords 
to the English fashion of using fists for the i ity 

~~ 


peers who spoke in favor of official discouragement of 
the duello, and whose speech had, indeed, called forth 
these utterances on the part of the minister of war, of 
Prince George of Bavaria, and of Prince Emeric of 
Leiningen, was that enormously wealthy ironmaster 
Baron Cramer-Klott, who was for a long time unofficial- 
ly: affianced to Princess Clara of Bavaria, but who was 
obliged to give up all ideas of the marriage owing to 
the opposition of the prince regent.

in several popular conceptions, both lay and professional, regarding the 
value of ‘different kinds of food: The belief that there is something 
especially. strengthening and nutritious in meat is not well founded,” 

Several years ago Prof. Russel H. Chittenden, director of the Shef- 
Geld Scientific school, Yale university, and popularly known as “the 
watch dog of modern science,” conducted a remarkable series of experi- 
ments lasting over six months on a group~-of United States soldiers. 
The meat portion of their diet was gradually replaced by nonflesh foods 
until they were eating only something like’ third as much protein food 
as the regular army rations provided. These men were put through the 
regular severe army maneuvers and exercises, but at the end of the ex- 
periment they were in a more fit condition mentally and physically thaa 
at the beginning. — e 

This led Irving Fisher, professor of politica) economy at ¥ale and 
chairman of the committee of one hundred on national health, to un- 
dertake an investigation on the relation of meat eating to physical en- 
durance. - He first tested a group of flesh eating Yale athletes as to x 
number of times they could repeat ordinary exercises such as deep kn 
bending and the length of time they could hold their arms extended 
horizontally, ete. He then made the same test on‘several hundred non- 
flesh eating young people who: were not athletes at-all, but who were 
engaged °in ordinary work and to bis surprise he found that they had 
double or treble the endurance of the flesh eating athletes. 

The bead of the laboratory at the University of Brussels made a 
similar investigation on the flesh eating and nonflesh eating students, 
and he reports that in endurance the nonflesh eaters surpassed the meat 
eaters from-50 to 200.per cent, They also found that the vegetarians

The nonflesh eating long distance walkers have so persistently car- 
ried off all the honors in Germany that Von Noorden, the noted Ger- 
man medical authority, professor in the University of Vienna, in his 
recent work on Metabolism says: 1 

“%n Germany in these competitive races the vegetarian is ahead of 
the meat eater. . . . The nonvegetafian cannot compete with the 
vegetarian in these long distance walks, The vegetarian is ahead in 
tha matter of rapid pedestrian feats.” ;

At Thurberis gallery will be shown this 
week recent water colors by Jules Guerin, 
chiefly originals of the Egyptian series repro- 
duced a or two ago in the Century.

ment. 


Wational Agreement in Danger. 

National leaguere. will point out that an- 
other agreement.was made in February, 1906, 
the winter after the Giants had refused to 
play for the ‘world’s title, making it com- 
pulsory for a world’s seriés to be played 
efter every championship season. But the 
American .will not consider this agreement 
binding now that. the National has disre- 
garded the terms of the Pittsburg pact.

as might at first appear. The main 
7 difficulty will’ be to ayoid flooding the 
territory drained by the Sheridan road inter- 
cepting sewer.

section can be entered at any manhole and > 


walied up with concrete or shut off by means 
of bags. of cement. Sixteen feet in diameter 
is a jarge room to work in. 

‘-J¢ ile no new thing to send men into sewers 
to clean them. . All sewers over three and 
one-half feet in diameter were cleaned in this 
way within the memory of the sent gen-- 
eration, for it was only in 1885 that flushing 
with water was adopted, Even now in the 
“dry. season ’’ men are sent into Lhe sewers 
to look after repairs. 

Fiushing was adopted as a regular perma- 
nent method of cleaning the sewers after the 
accident in the. Kinzie street sewer, when 
five men lost their lives and nine more were 
incapacitated. On Feb. 12, 1885, fourteen men 
were tied together and sent into the Kinzie 
street sewer to clean and repair.

To 
reach this great multitude with even limited 
educational facilities for the study of domes- 
tic science and household art will require'a 
radical change in’ the methods heretofore 
pursued. 

* But the introduction of the study of do- 
mestic science and household art in the rural 
schools, the high schools, and the normal 
schools, is only a part of the work that. will 
be required: Winter schools for adult women 
will have to be organized; movable schools 
{fn large number will ‘have to be sent out; 
suitable demonstration schemes will need:to 
: be dévised; expert gdvisers,to vigit country 
women will have: to be employed; and publi- 
‘cations adapted to the capacity and needs of 

rural housewives will have to be intreduced 
' into their homes. 

“It will take many years to perfect a sys-

ment, there is one in -particular that has 
been quite definitely worked out and tested 
until it may safely be suggested'as worthy 
of special ceaablevanidn by institute directors. 
It is the plan in use in the state of Ilinois. 
“In that state institutes specially, for 
women have been organized in connection 
with’ the farmers’ institutes and have been 
in successful operation since 1898. Thea sys- 
tem of organization is precisely the same 
as for farmers’ institutes; that is, one wom- 
an’s organization for each county, working in 
conjunction with. the county institute for 
men, and conducting at least.one session for 
women at each annual meeting. Any num- 
ber. of ddditionai local organizations or 
auxiliary clubs may be formed and conducted 
in a county, upon any plan that may be con- 
sidered most convenient and helpful. The 
feature in the system that specially com- 
ménds it is the county organization of women 
working in connection with the county farm- 
ers’ institute organization formen.

for social enjoyment and self-improvement 
oan. be secured by every rural family, and 
whereby good literature, music, and artistic 
ekill may be introduced into and enjoyed in 
every country home, and the latent talents of 
country women, intellectual, social, and re- 
ligious, be developed and employed.”’ 

The need for instruction along these lines, 
in cities as well as in the country, isshown by 
the last. report on ““ The School of Housekeep- 
ers’”’ made to the department by Miss Cath- 
erine Roberts, who took this short course at 
the University of Tilinois.
